Let us examine for moment the case 
of Thorpe vs. the people, in appeal. vr 
whet principle, we would be pleased to be 
instrocted, can the Supreme Court set 
aside the proceedings of the court below 
aé legal throughout, and at the same 
time endorse and act upon a plea made 
by the prisoner and appellant in the seme 
court? If the court was illegally beld, 
could avy plea made in that court be con- 
sidered legal? If the court before which 
Thorpe was tried was illegallyfheld, on 
what grounds can the superior court re- 
cognize any of the proceedings of the sub- 
ordinate court? If the court before which 
Thorpe was tried was illegally beld it was 
of course no court at all, and the whole 
record sbould be considered a nullity. 
The correct conclusion must then simply 
be, that Thorpe should serve out bis term 
of imprisonment or be fully and unequivo- 
cally released. 

Let us now come to the learved opip- 
ion of his honor Associate Justice Crosby 
in the case of Enoch Reese et al vs. Thomas 
Knott, As to the merits of the case, for 
or against, we know nothing. We have 
before us the opivion of his honor. The 
reversal ef the jadgment was, of course, a 
consolation to the appellauts, no matter 
on what greunds that reversal was ad 
judged. But upon what particular grounds 
his honor Judge Crosby should establish 
his opinion in regard to the qualification 
of jurors we are at à loss to learn. He 
calls attention to the provisions of the 
Constitution in article 7 of the amend- 
ments. His logic must be of a very sing- 
Wercharacter if any portion of it can 
embrace the article quoted. How reads 
it? Thus:—“In suits at common law, 
where the value iu controversy schall ex- 
ceed twenty dollars the right of trial by 
jury shall be preserved,” &c. 


The preservation of the right of trial 
by jary was not a question before the 
court. The eligibility of one of the ju. 
rors called fur the supreme decision; and | 
we defy the best jurists of the land tu say | 
judicially and conscievtiously, that we are 
wrong in our opinion that the verdict for 
the reason thus assigned was illegal. 


It would be a source of reul pleasure to 
investigate fully, calmly and deliberately, 
all the patent authorities upoa the jury 
laws.

SUPREME COURT DOINGS. 


Mownpay, Feb. 4, 1861. 

Three opiuions were delivered to-day, 
the first was in the case of Snorts vs. 
Klinmoon. Decision of the court de- 
livered by his honor Judge Crosby. Judg- 
ment of the court below affirmed. Chief 
Justice Kinney read the opinion of the 
court in the case of Joseph Stone vs. 
Leonard Savage. 

This was a case brought upon appeal 
from the 2nd district court. The judg- 
ment of the Cursou court was affirmed. 

The case of! Theodore Thorpe vs. the 
people of Utah, on appeal from the court 
of the 3rd district, which was argued on 
Saturday, then received the decision of 
the court. The judgment wos reversed, 
and the plaintiff required to enter into 
bonds in the penal sum of $3,000 for his 
appearance at the next regular term of 
the 3rd judicial district court, and in case 
the required bail could not be found, 
Thot pe was to be placedjin the hands of 
the sheriff of G. 8. L. County to await 
the action of said court. 

The case of David McKenzie vs. the 
people of the United States wus called 
up. John C. James, Esq., appeared for 
the plaintiff in error, and Wm. II. Brod- 
head, Esq., for the United States. Mr. 
James argued that the court which tried 
and convicted his client was not held ac- 
cording to law, that the indictment. was 
never presented in open court, as required 
by law, therefore that tribunal was no 
court at all. Mr. Brodhead then pre- 
sented the government side of the qucs- 
tion, to which Mr. Jumes replied aud the 
case was submitted. 

The court thea adjourned till to-mor- 
row at 11 a.m.

The court decreed divorce from bed 
snd board, the etre aud guardianship of 
the chikiren, and two thousand and five

The defendant appeals, and contends 
under the statutes of Utah, the district 
court has no jurisdiction whatever over 
cages of divorce. Other questions are 
raised; but this is the ouly ove necessary 
to consider. Sec. I, page 162 Revised 
Laws, is relied upon in support of this 
position. It provides That the Court 
of Probate in the county where the plain- 
tiff. resides, shall have jurisdiction iu all 
cuses of divorce and ulimony, and of guar- 
diuuship and distribution of property con- 
pected therewith.” 

If this statute is not in conflict with 
the Organic Act, it is supreme, and must 
be observed. It is not in conflict, unless 
it either derogates from the powers ex- 
clusively conferred upon the district courts 
by the act, or confers unwarranted pow- 
ers upon the probate courts. Part of sec. 
9 reads as follows: “And be it further 
enacted that the judicial power of suid 
Territory shall be vested in a supreme 
court, district courts, probate courts, aud 
in justices of the peace.” : 

After providing for a supreme court, it 
states that the Territory shall be divided 
into three judicial districts, and a district 
court shall be held in each of said dis- 
tficts by one of the justices of the su- 
preme court, at such time and place as 
inay be prescribed by law, and the judges 
shall, after their appointments, respee— 
lively reside in the districts which shall 
be assigned them. The jurisdiction of 
the several courts herein provided for, 
both appellate and original, and that of 
the probate courts, and justices of the 
peace, shall be as limited by law. Then 
follows au inhibition upon justices of the 
peace; and the section further provides 
that the supreme and district courts re- 
spectively, shall possess chancery as well 
as common law jurisdiction. 

The judicia!power of the Territory is 
vested in four separate and distinct courts. 

The legislation as to one of these courts, 
that of justices of the peace, is restrict- 
ed, and confived within certain well de- 
fined bounds; bat with this exception, 
the jurisdiction of the several courts shall 
be as limited by law, except that the leg- 
islature cannot curtail the chancery and 
common law jurisdiction of the supreme, 
aud district courts. No law of the Ter- 
ritocy can deprive these courts of the 
power to exercise this jurisdiction, be- 
cause it is conferred by a higher authori- 
ty. The portion of the section uuder 
consideration, contains two radical pro- 
risious, two insuperable legislative bar- 
riers: first against conferring jurisdiction 
npon justices of the peace,in certain cases; 
second, against eueroachiug upon the com- 
mon law and chancery jurisdiction of the 
supreme aod district courts. 

Is the statute conferring exclusive juris- 
diction upon probate courts in actions of 
divorce, an interférence with this jurisdic- 
tion of the district courts? To arrive at « 

roper solution of this question, we must 
ngquire what is meant by choncery, aud 
common law jurisdiction. Chancery, ju- 
risdictiog may be defined to be a judicial 
power to bear aod determine 4 cases 
wherein the law, for its aniversality can 
not afford relief.
